BALTIC STATES DIVIDE UP ANTI-CRIME ACTIVITIES. Interior Ministers Edgar Savisaar (Estonia), 
Janis Adamsons (Latvia), and Romasis Vaitekunas (Lithuania) met onithe Estonian island of Saaremaa on 29-30 
July to discuss combating crime, BNS reported the next day. They signed a document giving each country 
specific areas on which to concentrate. Illegal weapons, ammunition, counterfeit money and securities, and 
illegal immigration are to be priority areas for Estonia. Latvia will focus on illegal drugs, traffic police 
activities, fire and rescue operations, and prosecution. Lithuania is to deal with money laundering, stolen 
vehicles, and developing information and visa systems. The ministers also signed a joint statement on measures 


against organized crime. -- Saulius Girnius 


LITHUANIAN PROSECUTOR'S OFFICE DENIES KILLERS OF CRIME BOSS ESTABLISHED 
VILNIUS, Jul 31, BNS - The Lithuanian Prosecutor General's Office on Monday dismissed press reports that 
investigators have established the killers of Rimantas Grainys, a crime boss who was bombed in his car in late 
May. 

"Information in the newspapers Respublika and Lietuvos rytas about Grainys' killers does not correspond to 
reality," the prosecutor's office said in a statement. 

The two newspapers reported on Monday that Grainys' assassination was masterminded by Viktoras Naidunas, 
former president of the commercial Ekspres bank, and carried out by his bodyguard Andrei Chuyev. Both men 
are currently under arrest. 

Grainys, who was fatally injured by an explosion in his car on May 26, owned a large amount of Ekspres shares

and was considered the bank's "shadow governor." It is also believed that Grainys, who is said to have been one 
of the biggest authorities in the Lithuanian underworld, was involved in laundering money of the so-called 


"Chechen mafia." 
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
